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Cree Tells 


Lions of 


Early Days 


Realtor Raymond Cree, pioneer 
Palm Springs citizen who came to 
Palm Springs 33 years ago, talked 
to the Palm Springs Lions Club this 
T hursday noon at the Palm Springs 
Hotel on the subject “E arly Days in 
Palm Springs." 
Mr. C ree was the 
first president of the 
local 
Lions 
Club. 
When Mr. C ree came 
to 
Palm 
Springs for the first tim e in 1906, 
it was difficult to reach the village 
even w ith a wagon and a team of 
mules from the Palm Springs station 
(now G arnet). 
“In those days there 
w ere no roads w orth the nam e,” said 
the speaker. 
He stressed how the village devel­ 
oped in the early days as a health 
resort, doctors sending patients here 
for tuberculosis. 
”In the early days 
Palm Springs w as a haven of peace; 
a quiet, peaceful retreat,” according 
to R ealtor Cree. The speaker stress­ 
ed the im portance of retaining as 
m uch of quiet, restful, peaceful a t­ 
m osphere of the village as possible. 
W orthw hile people come 
here 
to 
rest and reestablish their sense 
of 
values, he pointed out. 
The speaker discussed the early 
hotels. 
The first hotel in the village 
w as th at owned and operated 
by 
Dr. Wellwood M urray. 
Dr. M urray 
and som e associates brought 
the 
first telephone line into the village 
from G arnet. 
In 1909 Mrs. Coffman cam e to the 
village supposedly to buy Dr. M ur­ 
ra y ’s hotel. 
A deal could not 
be 
made, however, so she 
purchased 
a small building w here is now the

day. 
They w ere m arried in Yuma, 
Arizona, on Ju n e 10, 1937. 
In an affidavit for an order 
to 
show cause w hy Margolius should 
not be required to pay alim ony and 
attorneys’ fees, the plaintiff asserts 
she would require $1000 
m onthly 
and an additional $15,000 for coun­ 
sel costs in the divorce action. 
Margolius, said to have consider­ 
able property holdings 
in 
South 
C arolina as w ell as in California, is 
declared by his wife to have an an­ 
nual income “in excess of $40,000,” 
from his ow nerships of stocks and 
bonds and real property “of the sum 
of $1,000,000.” 
The R iverside legal firms of Sarau 
and Thompson and Roy W. Colegate 
represent Mrs. Margolius.
